THECOUKTY B0ILDIK6S. 


The good people of the south eiicl 


of the county .ire very imick exer- 
cised upon the subject of county 
buildings. 
Visions 
of 
enormous 


"jobs" disturb ihe usually placid sur- 
face of their bucolic existence. Per- 
haps there may be cause for their 
nervoiisnoss. They must know that 
the influence of some of the leading 
men of Eden township upon their 
Supervisor caused the loss to the 
county of nearly fifty thousand dollars 
in the "slaughter-house job," and if 
they judge the balance of the world 
by their own standard they are justi- 
fied in suspecting "jobbery" in con- 
nection with the new coxinty build- 
ings. The fact that all the contracts 
—from the slaughter-house fraud to 
the new Court-house and jail—have 
fallen to G. W. Babcock is of suffi- 
cient significance to .attract general 
attention if not suspicion. The car- 
nal minded are apt to connect tlie 
irresponsible and somewhat mythical 
bidders, Sweeney & Dngeon, to 
•whom the jail contract was first 
awarded, with the next lowest bidder 
Babcock, although there is nothing 
to warrant any suspicion of collusion 
between the parties. The Board of 
Supervisors was compelled to award 
the contract to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder by the law authorizing the 
construction of the buildings. There 
was no discretionary provision which 
would permit the Board to reject n-,y 
and all bids, and re-advertise for pi'. 
posals, and the Supervisors have fo,- 
lowed the law. It is now the duty of 
the Board to see that the contract u 
Htrictly carried out, and that no loop- 
hole is left through which ' 'jobbery,' 
or fraud may creep. The Board will 
appoint a competent superintendent 
of construction, at a reasonable salary 
who will be under heavy bonds to see 
that the plans and specifications are 
followed; and we believe that the 
whole work will be faithfully executed. 
At any rate, the contractors may be 
assured that their work will be more 
closely scrutinized than is the case 
with public work generally, and any 
attempt to deviate from the agreement 
will hardly escape detection. 


CKOWDED FOR BOOK. 


It is encouraging to know that one 


branch of Oakland's commerce goes 
on apace. It will require no Con- 
gressional appropriation to keen our 
school houses supplied with pupils. 
The new school year to commence 
next Monday, will see every nook 
and corner of space in all the public 
buildings filled, and it is expected 
that some, additional room will have 
to be rented. The natural increase 
of population, coupled with the rapid 
immigration at all times, assures a 
city here by 1880 of at least thirty 
thousand inhabitants. It behooves 
the authorities to keep a weather eye 
out for ample accommodations for 
school purposes. This feature of the 
city should be kept in view above all 
things. Keep it before the world at 
•large that Oakland's schools are the 
"best in the State, and other things 
will combine to build up the school 
going population beyond the fondest 
hopes.

to transact any business lust night, 
but it is" expected that the meeting 
to-night'will take more definite shape. 
It is to be hoped that this new exten- 
sion on the city government will act 
with caution. Jufit compliant in vife 
to the effect that Oakland is already 
too expensive n municipal mnchine 
for the present population and bu-j- 
nesh. 
In short, the people have 


taken oil too many city airs in ad- 
vance of the real wants of the ease. 
A large debt in hanging over the 
place already, taxes are unnecessarily 
burdensome, and it behooves those 
having the future welfare of the fit} 
at heart, to feel their way more cure- 
fully than in the past. That great 
unfinished pavilion of a City Hall, is a 
fair commentary on the great expec- 
tations indulged by tlie people o; 
rulers of Oakland in times gone by 
The population of Oakland is scat- 
tered over siicli an immense territory 
that the laying of water mninsis cost- 
ly beyond calculation. The Contra 
Costa Company are to-day f nrnishin 
water to houses .so isolated thnt tic 
concern will not get its money back 
in fifty years. Snch items as this an 
to be duly considered by the Boarc 
of Public Works. The water ques- 
tion in Oakland just now is of over- 
shadowing importance. If if, can be 
shown that that the city would save 
money and be better supplied bj 
owning its own works at this stage o: 
its existence, the people ought to 
know it. It is the first duty of the 
Board to ascertain the figures for auc 
against tlie scheme. The individual? 
composing the organization are pre- 
sumed co be capable, honorable men, 
and we look to their action in this 
matter as final and 
satisfactory, 


whichever way they may decide.
